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New memorial 
honours brave 
fighter pilot

A MEMORIAL which pays 
tribute to a wartime fighter pilot has 
been unveiled seven decades after 
his fatal crash landing. 

Family, friends and local historians 
gathered for a special service in memory of 
Robin McGregor Waterson on September 29. 

The 23-year-old Spitfire pilot was shot 
down on Saturday, August 31 1940 just a 
few weeks after the Battle of Britain 
started.

His plane plunged through the skies over 
Greenwich before crashing into Repository 
Road, Woolwich, close to the Royal 
Artillery Barracks. 

Eye-witnesses say the young hero was 
thinking of others to the last and 
deliberately steered his aircraft away from 
houses on Shooters Hill to save lives. 



Seventy years on Robin’s niece, Wendy 
Black was among the small group people 
to see the unveiling of a stone 
monument just over the fence at the 
Royal Artillery Barracks. The stone will 
be a lasting memorial to the patriotic 
Spitfire pilot who gave his young life 
during one of the bitterest conflicts the 
world has ever seen.

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Battle to 
keep 
Olympic 
event in 
Woolwich 


THE battle is on to keep the 
2012 Olympic shooting events at 
Woolwich Barracks in the run- 
up to a final decision being 
made. Residents and 
businesses that successfully 
campaigned for a Crossrail 
station in Woolwich will 
unite again under a “Gunning 
for Woolwich” banner. 

Taimoor Sheikh, 38, who owns 
the franchise to McDonald’s in 
Powis Street, Woolwich, told 
GT: “It would be a terrible 
shame if Woolwich lost the 
event. The whole point of 
London bidding for the 
Olympics was to help in the 
regeneration of places like 
Woolwich.” 

Greenwich MP Nick Raynsford 
said: “This ill-judged attempt to 
change the Olympic shooting 
venue at this late stage is 
putting at risk all the benefits 
already demonstrated from the 
choice of Woolwich as a 2012 
site. Not only would this damage 
the regeneration of Woolwich; it 
would also undermine all the 
work being done in our locality 
to encourage participation in 
sport.” 

Cllr John Fahy, the council’s 
cabinet member for culture and 
the Olympics, said: “We shall 
campaign all the way to keep 
Woolwich Barracks - because it’s 
the best venue!”

HAVING spent a 
lifetime as a 
musician - ten years 
of it (from 1983-93) 
running and 
working in the old 
Wood Wharf 
Rehearsal Studios a 
few yards upstream 
from the Cutty 
Sark - 1 could see, 
through my 
fiftysomething year 
old eyes, that the 
record business 
was dying and to 
my equally middle- 
aged ears illegal 
downloading was 
not only to blame 
for loss of earnings 
for so many of my 
associates, but also 
it doesn’t sound 
right. All that 
compression takes 
away the very 
breath of music - 
the retardation of a 
note, for example. 
Fine for computer 
generated music 
but an insult to 
folks like me who 
have always tried to 
give proper 
musicians a 
realistic fee. 

And, having played 
mostly the blues 
(they called it “the 
devil’s music”) 
around the UK and 
Europe with my 
Blues Collective the 
last dozen or so 
years, it seemed 
logical to go one 
step further and 
train as a funeral 
Officiant with the 
British Humanist 
Association. 

And now, instead of 
my car reluctantly 
heading towards 
Stansted or 
Gatwick at some 
unearthly hour, 
more often than not 
it drives over to 
Eltham 
Crematorium 


where I conduct 
non-religious 
funerals. And with 
two chapels it is, 
possibly, one of the 
busiest crematoria 
in the country. 

At the minute, 
refurbishment is 
enforcing a reduced 
50 per cent usage, 
but usually they 
cater for up to 20 
funerals a day. 

Now, I hate 
supermarkets as 
much as any bloke 
but the staff always 
make sure that 
“sacred final 
journey” for a loved 
one is as dignified 
and respectful as 
those mourning 
would expect. It is 
a sad but true fact 
that for those in 
Greenwich and 
neighbouring 
boroughs, Eltham 
Crematorium is 
place you don’t 
want to visit. But, 
as time goes by, the 
journeys through 
those Crown Woods 
Way gates to say 
farewell to a friend 
or close family 
member become 
more frequent. 

Be comforted in 
the fact that you 
have one of the 
very best 

crematoriums and 
the most caring 
staff serving you 
and your 
community - a 
creme de la creme 
indeed!

Rapist jailed for nine years 


A 19- YEAR-OLD man has 
been sentenced to nine 
years in prison for raping 
a woman in in March. 
Billy Hammond, from 
Greenwich, was found 
guilty at the Old Bailey on 
October 5 of three counts 
of raping an 18-year-old 
Greenwich woman on her 
way home after a night 
out with her friends. 


The victim was walking 
along Greenwich High 
Road at 3am on March 1 
when she asked a passer- 
by for a lighter. The 
passer-by was Hammond, 
who then followed her. He 
tried to engage her in 
conversation, then 
threatened her with a 
bottle and led her to a 
construction site in 


Banning Street. There he 
raped her in an ordeal 
that lasted 40 minutes. 
Police said: “A bottle 
found at the scene 
contained Hammond’s 
fingerprints. The victim 
was subjected to a horrific 
ordeal during which she 
feared for her life. We 
investigate all allegations 
of sexual assault.”

Was he deliberately trying to avoid the 
houses on Shooters Hill? 

Eye-witnesses Mary Buckingham, now 
aged 86, and her little brother Ron Garvey 
- aged six at the time - reckon he was. 

It was Ron, now living in Swanley, Kent, 
who responded to a TV-appeal for more 
information on the incident - and 
Shoreham Aircraft Museum, near 
Sevenoaks, swung into action to organise 
the commemoration. 

Mary, now based in Folkestone, was 
brought to the event by her daughter 
Heather Ladbrooke. 

She told GT: “It was about 6.30pm. I was 
16 and my little brother and I saw it come 
down from our home on Shooters Hill. We 
cheered - because we thought it was 
German! 

“Later, some of us went over to the 
crash-site in the road. When we saw it 
was one of ours, we all stood round in a 
circle and we prayed for him - so he didn’t 
die alone and uncared for.” 

Young Robin’s niece, Wendy Black, who 
came up from Oxfordshire, told us: “It’s 
just incredible, absolutely fantastic, that 
people are still prepared to ‘remember’ 
something from 70-odd years ago. 

“Robin’s sister, Jean - my aunt - is aged 
88 and living just outside Edinburgh. She 
will be so pleased.” 

Wendy, who came to the ceremony with 
her great-nephew, Chris Tipler, talked to 
us about the boy who may have got his 
nickname ‘Bubble’ because of his 
youthful, pale ‘look’ - like the famous

Pears soap picture. 

She said: “I must have been about five or 
six, living in Edinburgh, when Robin 
came to visit. He had been studying at 
university when war broke out. At least 
he was doing a job that he absolutely 
LOVED when he died.” 

Flying Officer Waterston from No. 603 
Squadron, Hornchurch, was in combat 
with Messerschmitt 109s somewhere over 
Woolwich. 

Shoreham Aircraft Museum curator 
Geoff Nutkins and a team of researchers 
who include Dr John Coleman from 


Canterbury say the tireless young * 
pilot would have been on his fourth 
sortie of that day, following enemy 
aircraft up the Thames. 

He was in a brand new plane. The 
day before he’d got a bullet in his oil- * 
tank. 

Museum committee-member Ian 
Alexander told us: “The Battle of 
Britain lasted from July until 
October, 1940. 

“On August 31, German bombers 
were still concentrating on our .» 
airfields. It wasn’t until September 7 


when they turned their attention to our 
towns and cities. Witnesses would have 
seen - and heard - this plane come down 
in flames. 

“And the elliptical-shaped wing of the 
Spitfire would have been instantly 
recognisable.” 

Geoff Nutkins and his colleagues have 
noted that Robin’s death hardly attracted 
any publicity - for a very good reason, as 
far as “the Press boys” were concerned. 

Geoff told us: “A German pilot officer 
called Lieutenant Binder was shot down 
the same day - that’s why. 

“He was briefly interred at Plumstead 
cemetery. Now he’s buried at Cannock 
Chase.” 

The young members of 56 Air Training 
Squadron will be looking after the 
upkeep of Woolwich’s newest war- 
memorial.

Nobel Prize for former

INTELLECTUAL links to 
the borough went to a 
whole new level last week 
when former Greenwich 
resident Professor 

Charles Kao won the 
Nobel Prize for physics. 

He studied electrical 
engineering at Woolwich 
Polytechnic - which later 
became the University of 
Greenwich. 

Professor Kao scooped the 
most prestigious prize in 
science for making the 
discovery which led to the 
breakthrough in fibre optic 
technology - which now 
allows global 

communication via the 
internet. 

He was born in Shanghai 
and brought up in Hong 
Kong, then his family chose 
for him to move to the UK to 
continue his studies. He 
studied and lived in 
Woolwich back in the 1950s, 
graduating in 1957, and 
recently recounted his 
memories of arriving in the 


borough: “I arrived at the 
accommodation provided by 
the British Council in 
London. 

“I was sent out on my own 
to find my way to Woolwich. 


My lodgings were in a home 
very like the brick rows of 
houses I had passed on the 
train. 

The house had two storeys 
with about four bedrooms 


upstairs and a family room 
on the ground floor where all 
the lodgers ate their meals. 

“The landlady lived in the 
back rooms and there was a 
large basement too. The 
house had one bathroom and 
we were each allowed just 
one bath during the week.” 

Charles met his future wife 
while studying in the 
borough and remembers 
fondly both his teachers, and 
life here inside and outside 
his lectures 

He said: “Amongst the 
many societies in the 
polytechnic, the Catholic 
Club encouraged members 
to do community services. I 
remember going with a 
group to visit the elderly and 
sick patients in hospital 
wards. 

“This opened my eyes to 
the real world and made me 
realise I should not be self- 
centred. Student life is not 
all studies or play, and 
Woolwich Polytechnic gave 
opportunities for students to 
grow into whole people”. 

Dr Kao will be formally 
awarded his nobel prize on 
December 10.

STUDENTS at a 
Humanities college have 
had a three-day insight 
into how learning can link 
with the outside world. 

Year 7s at the 620-pupil St 
Ursula’s Convent in Croom’s 
Hill, Greenwich, faced a 
variety of new challenges 
during a special ‘humanities 
experience.’ 

A group worked with drama, 
music and PE teachers to 
research the Thames and how 
it supports London, ending up 
with a production called ‘The 
River.’ 

Other students visited the 
2012 Olympics site in East 
London and looked at 
marketing, tourism and 
travel. 

A business enterprise 
challenge had students 
making, marketing and 
selling wooden games, 

jewellery stands, a trinket box 
and CD racks as part of a 
special enterprise challenge. 

Some groups started to learn 
new languages, and there was 
a ‘Farm to Fork’ project which 
included a visit to Woodlands 
Farm, Shooters Hill, and then 
harvesting and cooking 

organic produce from the 

school’s orchard. 

Patricia Muller, director of 
humanities at St Ursula’s, told 
GT: “We’ve been a specialist 
Humanities college for the 
past five years now - and this 
was a very creative ‘take’ on 
our curriculum at the 

beginning of the school year. 

“Every department took 
part, the students had the 
time of their lives and the staff 
gave their all! We intend to 
repeat the event next year.” 


GT talked to Deborah Bahi, 
aged 15, and 14-year-olds 
Bonnie Bratton and Aliyah 
Oke who had all enjoyed the 
Humanities event. Deborah 
took part in the enterprise 
challenge. She said: “We had 
two days to design and make 
our products and then we had 
to try and sell them within the 
school.” 

Bonnie and Aliyah were 
among the 30 students who 
visited the Olympics site in 
Stratford. 

Bonnie said: “We learned 
something about the history, 
and then we had to think 


about the different kinds of 
transport to get people to the 
Games.” 

Aliyah added: “The tour was 
really fun.

achievement, particularly in 
the three ‘humanities’ 
subjects of English, history 
and geography, as well as 
encouraging students to get 
involved in the local 
community. 

A total of 97 per cent of the 
GCSE grades at St Ursula’s 
this summer were A* - C, and 


86 per cent of the candidates 
managed A* - C grades in both 
maths and English. 

• ST URSULA’S has been a 
Specialist Training School for 
new teachers and for those 
aiming to enter the profession 
for almost two years. 

The school-within-a-school, 
which is supported by the 
government’s training and 
development agency, 

welcomes people from all over 
the borough and beyond. It 
also offers programmes to 
enhance literacy and 
numeracy among support- 
staff. The training school, run 
by St Ursula’s assistant 
headteachers Gerry Smyrk 
and Melanie Lanzon, is one of 
only 200 similar centres across 
the UK. 

It offers ‘Taste for Learning’ 
sessions to would-be teachers 
in 6th forms across south-east 
London.

What a case at magistrates

Write to GT Communications, 
Woolwich Town Hall, Wellington Street, SE18 
6PW, or email peterfacfjournals.demon.co.uk 
A real character who immediately comes to 
mind is MrSt John Harmsworth, the larger- 
than-life Justice, who sat on the Greenwich 
bench well over 30 years ago and created 
his own specialambience with good 
humourand compassion.

T HERE had never been so much 
fun in Court One. Edward 
Crook and Thomas Heron 
appeared before the Justice on 
an attempted theft charge. 

A packed gallery of sniggering, jeering, 
cheering 21st-century onlookers enjoyed 
every minute of the specially-prepared 
Edwardian playlet, acted out by a real 
magistrate and volunteer Briefs and 
support staff, writes PAT GREENWOOD. 

The two dastardly villains stood 
handcuffed together, accused of trying to 
enter the Home & Colonial Stores in 
Deptford High Street as trespassers on 
January 12, 1909, with intent to steal 
therein. 

Needless to say - despite plenty of 
comical procrastination by the pair and 
Heron’s cheeky wife, Annie - the evidence 
of the likes of off-duty officer PC Arthur 
“Arfer” Brain won the day, and they were 
both found Guilty as Charged. 

It was a very jolly start to a packed day 
of activities which included behind-the- 
scenes tours of the court rooms and 
prison cells, loads of information stands, 
and a chance to meet the mounted police 
and to explore a police van and then climb 
on board a prison vehicle. 

Deputy justices’ clerk Keith Burman 
said: “Court open days are often popular 
because most people don’t come into 
contact with the justice system and 
therefore an air of mystery sometimes 
surrounds it. 

“We want to give people a great day out, 
strengthen the ties between the court and 
the communities we serve - and give the

public an insight into the workings and 
objectives of the legal system.” 

There was also a serious side to giving 
visitors a “look-in”. They’re always 
looking for more people prepared to get 
involved with the day-to-day business. 

In this country, a total of 95 per cent of 
all cases are dealt with by magistrate 
volunteers. 

L ydia Schmitt, chairman of the 
Greenwich Bench, said: 
“Greenwich is a very busy court 
and we always need to recruit 
more people to help deliver local 
justice by becoming magistrates. Our 
future 100 years depends on it.” 

Lydia, a former schools inspector who 
has four grown-up children, said: “We 
welcome a broad range of people - to 
reflect the make-up of society. 

“Legal qualifications are irrelevant, 
we offer excellent training and support, 
and applicants acquire a wide range of 
skills that are useful in any workplace.” 
She added: “For example, at the 
moment, we have a cabbie, a fireman, 
and a piano-tuner, as well as office staff 
and many homemakers.” 

She told GT: “Many of our best 
justices have no academic background 
to speak of. The important thing is that 
they’re already taking an active part in 
public life when they apply. We’re 
looking for integrity, good sense and 
reliability.”

A menagerie of acts as diverse as fire eaters and hula dancers 
have played a band night inspired by a Victorian clothes shop

l II j ‘stitched up’ is not 
something most of 
us enjoy. 

▼ ▼ Although being 
stitched up usually involves 
having the wool pulled and 
being ripped off financially so 
it is difficult to feel hard done by 
when no money has changed 
hands. 

Such is the nature of a band 
night that is on in Woolwich 
this Friday : Stitch Up is free to 
attend, which makes its name is 
a bit of an anomaly. 

Promoter of the live music 
night at the Bull Tavern, 

Robbie Moore told Scene: “I 
came up with the name Stitch 
Up when I was living in a studio 
in Limehouse and there was a 
section of the warehouse that 
used to be a sweat shop for 
making clothes. I had organised 
a night and called it Stitch Up 
because the venue used to be a 
cutting room.” 

And Robbie brought the name 
with him when he started a 
new venture in Woolwich 
because it suited the rich 
tapestry of artists that perform 
at his nights. 

“The night has a lot of different 
musical styles going on, so the 
name suited from that point of 
view also,” he added. 

After a summer break the bi- 
weekly club-night makes a 
return appearance at the pub 
on Vincent Road, and if past 
events are an indicator the 
night could go with a real bang. 
“We had a hula-hoop dancer at 
the first one and a fire dancer 
who was swinging fire round on 
chains. From where I was 
standing I could see the 
landlords face, half in shock 
and half in amazement. I 



looked past him and outside I 
saw the pub dog drinking 
paraffin from the dancer’s fuel 
can!” 

Robbie - a musician himself - 
started the night in January as 
there was nothing of Stitch Up’s 
ilk in Woolwich at the time. 
“There is nothing else for bands 
around here,” the promoter 
said. “I think Woolwich could 
be a really cool place and 
thought this would be a good 
place to start, as a lot of people 
just seem to go to 
Weatherspoons. I wanted to 
create something with a cool, 
friendly, atmosphere that’s 
about good tunes and dancing 


with no agro.” 

There are two live acts already 
confirmed for Friday October 
16, with a third to be added. 
“Monday Street are from 
Bexley - a really good, energetic 
young band. They have played 
festivals and had a song on the 
Pro Evolution Soccer computer 
game.” 

The second act on the bill has 
already graced many pages of 
the tabloids and magazines, 
although not for their music. 
“Jackson Scott is a Z-List 
celebrity, who went out with 
Sadie Frost,” added Robbie. “He 
plays in two bands, one 
flamenco, one punk - but you’re 


never quite sure which one will 
turnup!” 

The bands are on from 9pm and 
D Js see the night into the early 
hours. 

“There is a D J from my own 
band, the Mores - but it’s quite a 
loose arrangement. It always 
ends up as a big party. It’s just a 
really good night.”

The venue on Creek Road was 
founded by Hardee twenty 
years ago, and to celebrate 
the milestone a knees-up was 
held on October 
1 with a staggering sixteen 
acts bringing mayhem, shock 
and laugher in bundles. 

Up the Creek has had an 
incredible year - it was named 
Greatest Comedy Venue in 
the UK by the Guardian in 
July and the bill at the 
anniversary show was packed 
with names from the past, 
present and future.

The event culminated in the 
appearance of Terry Alderton 
as the ghost of Malcolm 
Hardee before a tear inducing 
rendition of the Naked 
Balloon Dance that Hardee 
was renowned for.

IT’S a long way from 
Greenwich to Spain - but 
it’s even further from 
Charlton Athletic to Real 
Madrid. 

Even when the Addicks were 
in the Premier League, before 
their recent drop through the 
divisions, the club’s fans could 
only dream about signing the 
very best players in the world. 

But The Valley was left 
reeling last week when it was 
revealed that French 
superstar striker Karim 
Benzema, who plies his trade 
for the Real Madrid galacticos, 
always follows the Charlton 
scores. 

Even in League One! 

Of course, there is a simple 
explanation, and that’s the 
friendship between Addicks 
left-back Kelly Youga and 
Benzema, who attended the 
same junior school together in 
Bron, France, before both 
being snapped up by Lyon’s 
youth academy. 

Benzema went on to make 
his debut for the Lyon first 
team, climb to the highest 
level of the game and clinch a 
£30m move to the Spanish 
giants in the summer, while 
Youga departed his home 
country without making a 
first-team appearance. 

But both players are 
currently riding high near the 
top of their respective 
leagues, with Youga a 


revelation in the Charlton 
back-line this term. 

“Karim’s my best friend in 
football - he’s like a little 
brother to me,” explained 23- 
year-old Kelly, who is two 
years older than Benzema. 

“We have known each since 
we were nine years old and we 
speak often, talking more 
about Charlton than we do 
about Real! 

“When I moved to England 
he told me it was a good club 
because they were doing well 
in the Premier League at the 
time. 

“He told me £ go there and 
next year I’ll play against 
you in Champions League’. 
Sadly, it never happened, but 
he knows all about Charlton 
and often checks on our 
results.” 

While the Lyon academy 
produced the duo, Charlton’s 
academy is continuing to 
catch the eye in 2009/10 with 
no fewer than eight former 
academy players playing in 
the club’s Johnstone’s Paint 
Trophy success against 
Barnet last week. 

The average age of the 
starting line-up was just 23 
and a half - and that included 
a 35-year-old centre-half in the 
shape of veteran Christian 
Dailly. Among the players who 
excelled were 17-year-olds 
Tamer Tuna and Yado 
Mambo, the former scoring 
his first senior goal and the 
latter making his first-team 
debut.

A good but 
unrevealing 
read, Lennie 


IT will disappoint 
Charlton fans that 
Lennie Lawrence’s long 
overdue autobiography, 
ghostwritten by ex- 
South London Press 
sports editor Kevin 
Brennan, deals with his 
turbulent spell as the 
Addicks' manager in just 
84 pages of a 198-page 
book. 

It’s understood that 
Lennie went on to 
manage 
Middlesbrough, among 
various other clubs, 
while still doing his 
stuff as Director of 
Football with Bristol 
Rovers. But it was his 
incredible nine-year 
stint at Charlton that 
defined the 

heartwarming rise of 
this virtual outsider to 
a position alongside 
the great - and not-so- 
great - managers in 
English league 

football. It warrants a 
book of its own 
because what followed 
was a relative piece of 
cake. 

Lennie's adventures 
with Charlton are the 
stuff of legend. Taking 
over from Ken Craggs 
in the aftermath of a 5- 
1 drubbing by 
Rotherham in 

November, 1982, he 
piloted the club to 
Second Division safety 
via a last day 4-1 win 
over Bolton 

Wanderers. 

It was an eventful 
baptism for the fledgling 
manager and set the 
tone for an amazing 
odyssey which included 
promotion, relegation, 
play-offs, eviction, 
ground-sharing and 
almost constantly 
looming threats of 
closure. With no 
money, no ground and, 
on the face of it, no 
hope, this likeable 
philosopher somehow 
kept his head and his 
beleaguered club above 
water. 

Readers expecting 
warts-and-all 
revelations will be 
disillusioned. There’s 
hardly a wart 
exposed. We are 
briefly teased by the 
revelation that 

Malcolm Allison fell 
short of being a “great 
manager” while being 
an “extremely good

coach” but, having 
damned the game’s 
biggest ego with rather 
faint praise, Lennie 
fails to elaborate. 

We learn, instead, 
that working with the 
eccentric Colin 

Murphy at Lincoln 
City was “a fantastic 
experience” and that 
Leeds manger Billy 
Bremner was “an 
absolutely cracking 
bloke”. If there was 
dirt, it isn’t dished 
within these pages. 

Intriguing references 
to occasional “ups and 
downs” with the likes 
of Derek Hales and 
Paul Miller, for 
instance, remain 
largely and regrettably 
unexplored. 

Established these days 
among the senior 
citizens of football 
management, Lennie 
has mellowed into an 
avuncular elder 

statesman with over 
1,000 games to his credit. 
His status is rubber- 
stamped by the almost 
obligatory foreword by 
Sir Alex Ferguson, who 
did likewise for Alan 
Curbishley in his curious 
role as pastoral adviser 
to former Charlton 
managers. 

A good, if unrevealing 
read, then, and a worthy 
enough addition to a 
Charlton supporter’s 
library. Just don't expect 
to learn much more than 
you already know.

SEVEN new teams of 
special wardens will be 
hitting the streets of 
Greenwich from XXX, 
made up from some of the 
250 new starters.
